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1952 Breeders' Stakes Series 

Entry blanks for the 1952 Breeders’ Stakes 
Series, closing December 1, are being mailed out 
from the office of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association at Towson, Md. Next year’s Series 
will consist of only three races instead of the 
four that have been the case heretofore, the races 
to be run next year being the Maryland Fu¬ 
turity and the Pimlico and Bowie Breeders’ 
Stakes. Thus there will be one less race than was 
the case this year. The added money for the 
Series will remain at $25,000, however, through 
the action of the managements of Laurel and 
Pimlico which increased the value of their re¬ 
spective stakes by $2,500 each. These two tracks 
share the racing dates formerly enjoyed by 
Havre de Grace and are contributing between 
them a sum equivalent to the now gone $5,000 
Havre de Grace Breeders’ Stakes. 

It is planned to run all three races in the fall 
hereafter, and to change the Pimlico Breeders’ 
Stakes from a filly race to one for colts, fillies 
and geldings, similar to Bowie’s stake. Both of 
these races will be open to two-year-olds foaled 
in Maryland, regardless of where the dams were 
covered. The Futurity will continue as a closed 
race for Maryland sired and foaled youngsters. 
A 5 lb. allowance if neither sire or dam has 
produced a winner by December 1st may be 
claimed at the time of entry. If either sire or 
dam have failed to produce a winner 3 lbs. may 
be claimed. 

Entry fee to the Series is $10.00 which entitles 
the horse to run in any or all of the races to 
which it is eligible under the conditions of the 
race. The Bowie Breeders’ Stake is listed sub¬ 
ject to the approval of its running by the man¬ 
agement in charge at the time of the running of 
the race. This condition is necessary in view of 
Bowie’s current operation under a receivership.

The Racing Scene: 

Laurel Surmounts Obstacles

Actual racing in Maryland wasn’t all that occu¬ 
pied the minds of those who follow the sport 
in this State, at least during the month of Octo¬ 
ber. When the month was over, a lot of folks 
were pretty mystified about a number of things 
and unfortunately, nobody in authority in racing 
had come forward with any explanation of the 
various items—at least an explanation which 
might have satisfied the majority or in some 
cases, might have pointed a finger at those re¬ 
sponsible. 

The things under discussion were: 

1. Picketing of Laurel and Pimlico by mem¬ 
bers of Local 24818, Mutuel Ticket Agents 
Union, AFL. 

2. Reinstatement of the last of seven riders 
suspended for life because of a fixed jumping 
race at Pimlico in 1945. 

3. Sale of the Havre de Grace race track prop¬ 
erty to the State of Maryland for a site for a 
National Guard encampment. 

All three items apparently were veiled in 
cloaks of mystery, at least to the general public. 

As far as the picketing was concerned, it had 
little effect on racing except for the first two 
days of the Laurel meeting. On the opening day, 
pickets marched across all entrances so closely 
aligned that many motorists were delayed getting 
into the park. Tempers were frayed and several 
pickets were led away by the police. 

On the second day the police issued orders to 
the pickets to keep off the highways leading into 
the track and from then on, little confusion re¬ 
sulted. Blacksmiths took a one-day vacation from 
work pending a decision on whether to support 
the pickets or not and finally went back to work. 

Finding that their picket line had failed to 
halt racing or even make an appreciable dent in 
it, the union of mutuel clerks appealed to the 
Baltimore Federation of Labor which "expelled” 
unions of electrical workers, musicians, restau- 
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rant employees and bartenders. But heads of the 
international unions of these four groups told 
their men to ignore the picket line and keep on 
working, so the pickets got no more support 
through the federation’s action. 

Laurel went without a bugler for a couple of 
days and the normal television program was 
halted for fear of damage to the station’s mobile 
unit. Naturally there was some lost patronage 
for some people decline to cross any picket line, 
regardless of the what is involved, but there 
could not have been too many such persons for 
Laurel’s attendance was well ahead of a year ago 
when there was no such trouble. 

The trouble all started during the Marlboro 
meeting when the Laurel and Pimlico manage¬ 
ments signed a contract with an independent 
union of mutuel clerks, claiming 65 per cent of 
the employees who had worked at the two tracks 
in the spring. 

The AFL union then announced it was "on 
strike” and would picket the tracks, seeking 
recognition of itself as the bargaining agent for 
the clerks. President John D. Schapiro of Laurel 
announced that nobody was being barred from a 
job if he had worked at Laurel previously and 
that membership in either union was not neces¬ 
sary to work. He offered to discuss the situation 
with the AFL union at the conclusion of the con¬ 
tract with the independent group but this was 
refused by the AFL members. 

What the public couldn’t understand was how 
a group could strike against a track with which 
it had no contract. Or what grievance it might 
have when its members were not being denied 
the right to work. Or why police permitted them 
to interfere with a business in which the state 
was so vitally interested. 

From a picket line numbering hundreds dur¬ 
ing the early days of Laurel, the protest had 
shrunk to a mere matter of a handful of pickets 
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by the time Pimlico’s meeting began and the 
movement seemed to be dying of inertia. Mean¬ 
while there were plenty of men available for the 
various mutuel department posts and betting was 
handled in the normal fashion. 

The Racing Commission drew a number of 
severe blasts from the newspapers and radio 
commentators when it was revealed that Howard 
Cruz, alleged ringleader in the fixed jumping 
race, had been restored to good standing. Com¬ 
ing at a time when other sports were suffering 
from fix scandals of all sorts, the reinstatement 
met with little favor and it was difficult for the 
average person to understand why riders ruled 
off for life, for the worst of racing offenses, were 
suddenly being reinstated after 5 years. 

Possibly there was some reason for the rein¬ 
statements. But if there was, the Racing Com¬ 
mission took particular pains to keep the reasons 
secret. No statement accompanied the announce¬ 
ment that any of the riders had been reinstated 
and the public was left with the idea that the 
Commission apparently did not believe in its 
previous action of barring the jockeys. The han¬ 
dling of the entire affair was reminiscent of the 
methods used in World War II by the Gestapo. 
No questions must be asked because the ruling 
of the Commission was law. 

The third item of discussion had no particular 
effect on racing but the sale of Havre de Grace 
was very much in the headlines. A Legislative 
committee even now is conducting an investiga¬ 
tion into the sale of the property for a National 
Guard site and further developments may be ex¬ 
pected if this group decides upon a public 
hearing. 

In the meantime there had been a number of 
charges made involving race track officials and 
their alleged interests in the general scheme of 
the Havre de Grace sale. The public didn’t know 
quite what to believe and no one seemed ready 
to volunteer any information which would clear 
up the clouds under which the higherups in the 
sport were operating. There was no question 
about one thing, a lot of people in Harford coun¬ 
ty were pretty bitter about the sale, not only to 
the National Guard but about the original sale 
to Pimlico and Laurel, thus eliminating a major 
track from that county. Their particular com¬ 
plaint was that Havre de Grace never had had 
a losing year and they could not understand any 
reason for the sale in the first place. 

Regardless of developments outside the rac¬ 
ing suphere, the Thoroughbreds continued to 
give the patrons a good show and this, after all 
is the main thing. 

Five stakes were run at Laurel. If you think 
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they weren’t closely contested give a glimpse at 
the following: 

Senator Joe won the Laurel Sprint Handicap 
by a neck. Rose Jet won the Selima by a head. 
Bogie Man won the Maryland Futurity by a nose 
(and was disqualified). Blue Hills won the 
Washington Handicap by a head. And Market 
Level won the Spalding Lowe Jenkins by a nose. 
Thus we have five stakes decided by a total mar¬ 
gin of half a length. 

As for business, the 14-day stand at Laurel 
saw 152,945 go through'the turnstiles for a daily 
average of 10,925 against 127,730 for 13 days in 
1950 when the average was 9,825. Mutuel play 
amounted to $10,873,123 for a daily average of 
$776,652 while a year ago the 13-day total was 
$8,653,209 with a daily average of $665,631. 
The increase in attendance was 11.2 and that in 
betting 16.7. 

Jockey L. C. Cook, a newcomer to Maryland, 
gave the fans plenty of excitement as he took 
down riding honors during the Laurel meeting 
to beat out Nick Shuk, who was the leading rider 
during the spring meetings. However Shuk came 
back in the early portion of the Pimlico session 
to take command in a strong effort to retain his 
honors. 

Mrs. R. H. Heighe, whose Seer was moved 
into first position in the Maryland Futurity 
when Bogie Man was disqualified, became the 
first Maryland owner to win all four races in 
the series of events put on under the sponsorship 
of the Maryland Horse Breeders Association in 
connection with the tracks. She previously had 
won the Havre de Grace, Pimlico and Bowie 
Breeders Stakes.

Pimlico’s meeting began on rather a weak 
note, for bad weather marked the first few days, 
there was opposition from the Navy-Notre 
Dame game in Baltimore and Garden State was 
in its final week. However things were expected 
to pick up during the final two thirds of the 
session. 

F. A. Bonsai’s Pilaster, who used to run for 
the late H. L. Straus, showed a return to the fine 
form of a couple of seasons back, when he won 
the Exterminator Stakes as the Pimlico meeting 
began. 

The Futurity lost some of its glamour when 
the Greentree star Tom Fool was scratched be¬ 
cause of a muddy track and it remained for Hal 
Price Headley’s Cajun to come from last position 
to win that $46,000 event. And in the Pimlico 
Breeders Stakes, it was La Corredora, in the 
colors of Mrs. Marion W. O’Connor of Wash¬ 
ington, who was first home. The winner was bred 
by her owner but was raised by Alan T. Clarke 
and scored in the stakes at the direct expense of 
Clarke’s Jeannie C. 

"Ty" Shea To Manage Bowie 

Matthias C. "Ty” Shea, veteran racing official 
and ex-newspaperman, has been named general 
manager for the 13-day Bowie fall race meeting, 
November 17 through December 1, it has been 
announced by M. Hampton Magruder, court- 
appointed receiver for the Southern Maryland 
Agricultural Association, operator of the track. 

Shea brings a wealth of turf experience into 
his new post. A native Baltimorean, "Ty” serves 
as racing secretary at Bel Air, Garden State and 
Narragansett Park, in addition to performing 
other official duties at various tracks. 

He is on familiar ground in his capacity as 
Bowie’s general manager. His connection with 
the Southern Maryland course goes back to the 
days when John B. Campbell was the racing sec¬ 
retary. "Ty” worked in the racing secretary’s of¬ 
fice and served as a placing judge. Through the 
years he had maintained these positions and is 
well-versed in the inner workings of the "track 
in the pines.” 

Shea is succeeding James P. Ross, former 
superintendent of the Havre de Grace track, 
who served in a similar capacity during the 
Bowie spring meet. Ross was unable to serve 
this fall due to injuries received in a fall at his 
Havre de Grace home. 

The Maryland Racing Commission has ap¬ 
proved Shea for the position in addition to okay¬ 
ing other officials for the autumn session.

U. S. Equestrian Team Going Well 

With the Harrisburg and New York horse 
shows behind it, the U. S. Equestrian Team has 
chalked up an enviable record of five firsts and 10 
seconds against stiff competition from Mexico, 
Canada, Ireland and Brazil. With the Toronto, 
Canada, show coming up and the new interna¬ 
tional competition scheduled at Monterrey, 
Mexico, the American riders will obtain what 
they want and need in additional international 
combat. 

Both horses and riders have survived two hard- 
fought shows, with invaluable experience gained 
at both. Col. John W. Wofford, non-riding cap¬ 
tain of the U. S. Team and its coach, is shifting 
Billy Steinkraus from reserve to the regular 
three-man team for the Toronto show. The 26- 
year-old from Westport, Conn., joins Maj. John 
Russell and Arthur McCashin on the first string, 
with Mrs. Carol Durand in reserve in Canada 
and back in competition at Monterrey. 

"I am doing what most football coaches find 
necessary these days,” Colonel Wofford said. "I 
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am trying to give my entire U. S. Team experi¬ 
ence in international contests so that each one 
of the four riders is fully capable of doing his 
or her best in the Olympics next year. And only 
by switching my line-up around a little can I be 
sure that all our riders obtain equal exposure 
to the rigors of international jumping.” 

The national campaign for funds to send the 
U. S. Team to Helsinki, Finland, next summer is 
rapidly gaining momentum throughout the 
country as the American riders continue to pick 
up new laurels and the public better under¬ 
stands the necessity of putting a U. S. team on 
the doorstep of Soviet Russia. In two weeks of 
competition to date, the Americans have cap¬ 
tured five thirds and five fourths, as well as the 
other honors listed earlier. 

Morale is higher than ever among the four 
members of the U. S. Equestrian Team as they 
all realize that they are the national representa¬ 
tives of the equine world, with high honors 
dependent on them. Their arduous training and 
now even tougher competition are being re¬ 
warded by their knowledge that the whole coun¬ 
try is behind them. 

Gittings Award Winners

Bed o' Roses Best 

By Joe H. Palmer 

Despite periodic objections to it, there isn’t 
much question that the handicap is going to 
remain the staple medium of stakes competi¬ 
tion among horses four years old and up. There 
isn’t much question, either, that an owner can 
get definitely fatigued with having the best 
horse and getting beat. Since it is possible to 
count on one hand the big races at weight-for¬ 
age—even some of these have allowances—and 
since two of them are at extreme distances, 
there isn’t much that an owner can do about 
it, except to follow Mark Twain’s advice: 
"When angry, count ten. When very angry, 
swear.” 

Alfred Vanderbilt has, as far as I know, made 
no complaint. But he has raced Bed o’ Roses 
nine times this year. He had the best horse 
every time, and she won three of these races, 
missing all the biggest ones. Once it was her 
fault, once it was simply unavoidable accident, 
but usually it was weight. Here is the review: 

Her first start of the season was in the Santa 
Marguerita Stakes, and she finished third, beaten 
two lengths. The weights on the first three were 
Special Touch, 114; Bewitch, 122; Bed o’ Roses, 
125. I guess I don’t need to argue that one. 

Next came the Maturity, considerably the 
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richest race she has ever run for. It is not, by 
the way, a handicap. People who saw the race 
tell me she was moving to the lead with con¬ 
siderable authority in the stretch when she broke 
a bone in her foot. She faltered and fell back 
to third, behind Great Circle and Lotowhite. 
The Santa Anita race track got blamed for this, 
possibly unjustly because horses break down on 
all kinds of tracks. 

The bone, which had only a fissure fracture, 
healed rapidly, but she given a lot of time, just 
to make sure, and her next race came at Sara¬ 
toga in late August. It wasn’t much of a race, 
and she won it neatly under 119 pounds. 

Then at Aqueduct on September 14 she put 
in one bad one. Th^ wasn’t a handicap, either, 
but an allowance affair intended as a tightener 
for the Beldame. She didn’t run at all and fin¬ 
ished last of seven. She had been equipped with 
a new type of blinker, which had transparent 
plastic cups to keep dirt out of her eyes, and 
after the race these were found to be more or 
less opaque because of dirt which had stuck on 
them. Apparently she had been unable to see 
quite what she was doing, and wouldn’t extend 
herself. 
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The Beldame was next, and like all her races 
from that point on, was a handicap. She had 124 
pounds, got the lead near the top of the stretch, 
and was passed at the end by Thelma Berger, 
under 110 pounds. In the Ladies’, at a mile and 
a half, she had 126 pounds and was beaten a 
length and a quarter by Marta, under 111. 

Possibly weight did not entirely determine 
the outcome of the Westchester Handicap, for 
she did not seem badly treated under 116 
pounds, which is the equivalent of 119 pounds 
on a colt or gelding. She finished third, giving 
weight to the winner, Bryan G. (117), but not 
to County Delight (124), which was second. 

Between these last two races she had traveled 
to Garden State Park for the Vineland Handicap, 
in which she was given topweight of 126 
pounds, and this one she won easily. Lost be¬ 
hind her were Marta (117) and Thelma Berger 
(115), which gives you an idea what she could 
have done to them in the Ladies’ and the Bel¬ 
dame under such weights. She had thus dropped 
two $50,000 races to get a fair shot at a $25,000 
one. 

As these notes are written, her last start was 
in the Comely Handicap (she is scheduled for 
the Butler, possibly the Pimlico Special), and 
in that she had 127 pounds. The nearest weight 
to her was 116 pounds, and she won by a length 
and a half from Nothirdchance (112), with 
Regal (111) third. 

The point of this isn’t that Bed o’ Roses has 
had the worst of it, because I cannot grieve 
very deeply for a filly which has won $83,875 
for the year, and $332,875 in all. It is that, 
though she has won only two stakes, neither a 
real topnotcher, she is nevertheless the best of 


her sex this season. Busanda’s record, if stated 
merely that she won the Suburban, Top Flight, 
and New Castle Handicaps and the Saratoga 
Cup, and $115,610, looks considerably brighter. 
Actually it isn’t, because where Bed o’ Roses 
has one bad race in her 1951 record, with an 
acceptable excuse, Busanda has been out of the 
money fourteen times in twenty-two starts, in¬ 
cluding the Comely, in which she had 116 
pounds. No doubt she had some excuses too, but 
hardly fourteen of them. 

This is the time of year when various polls 
are taken to determine the leadership of various 
divisions—it looks curious that we should run 
25,000 races a year and then have to vote to 
pick the leaders—and I suppose what I’m trying 
to do is to influence an election. 

Bed o’ Roses, as I probably need to tell no 
one, is a four-year-old by Rosemont, and her 
dam, Good Thing, by Discovery, was a mare of 
approximately stakes class. She was second in 
the Gazelle, behind Whirlabout, and she won 
five overnight races. I mistakenly referred to 
Bed o’ Roses once in this space as a Maryland- 
bred. At least it was a mistake in the technical 
sense, because she was actually foaled at Perris, 
California, on the L. B. Mayer ranch. In all other 
respects she is a Maryland product. 

This sort of thing has happened in the Van¬ 
derbilt establishment before, and perhaps it 
would be accurate to say that she is no more 
a Californian than her owner is an Englishman. 
He was, in point of fact, born in London. I 
asked him once how this happened, and he said 
that his mother was there at the time. You think 
this over for a while, and you’ll see it could 
happen to anybody.

For two-year-old fillies—Distance I -1/16th 
miles, to be run under Allowance Conditions, with $15,000, added, of which $3,000 
to second, $1,500 to third, and $750 to fourtk the breeder of the winner to receive 
$500, the breeder of the second $300, and the breeder of the third $150 of the 
added money. 

Nominations to The Marguerite of 1952 and 1953 will close at the time of clos¬ 
ing of the regular stakes program to be run during the Pimlico Autumn Meetings 
for those years.

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Maryland Harness Tracks 
Prepare For 1952

When the 1952 Free State harness season 
came to a brilliant and successful close in Sep¬ 
tember, leaders of all four of the modern Mary¬ 
land trotting ovals announced that they were 
spending a good deal of time considering the 
possibilities for improvement and expansion, to 
keep pace with the soaring interest and patron¬ 
age which the sport is enjoying in this state. 

The first definite announcement of a full-scale 
improvement campaign came recently when 
Rosecroft Raceway, the $1,000,000 trotting plant 
located at Oxon Hill, Md., on the very doorstep 
of the Nation’s Capital, revealed its program of 
improvement and growth in preparation for the 
1952 season. 

The biggest operation under the Rosecroft 
improvement program is already well advanced; 
that is a complete re-conditioning of the track, 
already celebrated for its speed and designed to 
make the Maryland oval one of the fastest in 
the nation. 

At an estimated cost of some $10,000, the 
Rosecroft management has aimed its sights on 
speeding up the track by at least one good sec¬ 
ond, and are striking toward their objective with 
the gusto of people who mean business. 

For the past several weeks, the Oxon Hill 
oval has been a scene of whirlwind activity, as 
immense tractors, bulldozers, pans, dump-trucks 
and crews of workmen plunged into the task of 
moving the entire track ten feet away from the 
grandstand. 

This major operation, which is being carried 
out by L. Seabrook Smith, track construction 
expert, and Col. Cornelius C. Jadwin, General 
Manager, under the general supervision of Presi¬ 
dent W. E. Miller, really amounts to a gigantic 
rebanking process, since the moving of the track 
will permit improving the grades on the turns, 
a key to greater speed. 

Hand in hand with the rebanking and re¬ 
conditioning process will go the job of com¬ 
pletely resurfacing the track. When completed 
the renovated track will have a crown of about 
40 feet at the turns and the back stretch, and 
50 feet on the straightaway. The reconditioning 
process will be followed by a beautification of 
the infield. 

Both Smith and Jadwin spent long hours at 
the proverbially swift tracks of Roosevelt and 
Yonkers Raceways in New York, studying with 
the help of engineers, managers and superin¬ 
tendents, the special features which lend speed 
to those two Empire State tracks. After going

over the tracks and the blueprints carefully, they 
returned to Maryland, prepared to adapt the dis¬ 
coveries they made to the re-conditioning of the 
Rosecroft track. 

But the improvement process will not stop 
there. An entirely new hub rail will also be con¬ 
structed at Rosecroft, very similar to the ones at 
Yonkers and Roosevelt, and acclaimed by horse¬ 
men. Then will come ditching inside the hub 
rails in the infield, to make for better drainage 
in case of rain, and rank the oval as a top all- 
weather track. 

The operation, which will be completed some¬ 
time in December, in order to allow the track 
the entire winter to settle, is expected to lure 
even greater horses and horsemen than those 
which highlighted the tracks record meeting this 
season, when the 1952 session opens next Spring. 

In view of the outstanding stables expected 
next year, and the hordes of fans who jammed 
the plant this season, the parking area will be 
expanded to even greater proportions, and Rose¬ 
croft officials are giving careful consideration to 
the idea of enlarging dining facilities. 

Trotting and pacing records set to date at 
Rosecroft appear doomed to tumble next season, 
with the track geared for the utmost in speed 
and precision racing. 

Maryland Trotting Notes 

Tar Heel, winner of the Little Brown Jug pac¬ 
ing classic at Delaware, Ohio, this year, starred 
on the Maryland circuit at Laurel and Rosecroft 
as a two-year-old in 1950. His stablemate So¬ 
licitor, which took second money, as well as such 
pacers as Chuck Volo, Star’s Pride, Casanova, 
Stanton Hal and others who starred in the big 
event, are also old acquaintances of Maryland 
harness lovers. . . . 

Blue Steel, the swift pacer which set the Mary¬ 
land state record for the mile and a sixteenth in 
2:11-4/5 at Ocean Downs Raceway last year, 
and stablemate of the world’s champion two- 
year-old, Royal Mist, in Franklin Hastings’ Ber¬ 
lin, Md. stable, is campaigning at the big harness 
meetings in California . . . Dick Hutchison, Jr., 
President and General Manager of Laurel Race¬ 
way and General Manager of Baltimore Race¬ 
way, was prominent among Maryland trotting 
leaders who visited the Lexington, Ky. trots . . . 
Dynamite, one of the most popular trotters ever 
to race on the Maryland circuit, was humanely 
destroyed after he broke a leg at the Rocky 
Mount, N. C. races recently . . . Chuck Volo, 
three-year-old darling of the Wendell Wathen 
stable, and a favorite at the Maryland trotting 
ovals for the past two seasons, recently won the 
$12,063.12 Reading Futurity in the world’s rec- 
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ord time of 6:14 for 3 successive heats . . . Tar 
Heel and Solicitor, after their Jug notoriety, 
broke into the headlines again a week later by 
setting a new-world’s record for three-year-olds 
at Lexington, as each covered the mile distance in 
1:57-2/5 ... Ocean Downs Raceway has still not 
officially announced whether it will offer a pro¬ 
gram of winter training again this year. 

Maryland's Horse Modeler

Calvin Roy Kinstler’s horses can’t run a lick, 
but they’re mighty pretty just the same. 

As a matter of fact, they are famous from 
one end of the continent to the other, and there 
is such a constant demand for them that Mr. 
Kinstler and his son, Webb, are hard-pressed 
to keep up with it. 

Calvin Roy Kinstler turns out miniatures, 
hand-carved from Honduras mahogany. He does 
Thoroughbreds, draft horses, Arabians, saddle- 
breds, even Appaloosas. Each is exquisite in 
detail. 

It all began as a hobby, when Mr. Kinstler 
was a boy on his dad’s dairy farm in Walbrook. 

I liked horses from the time I was old enough 
to see one,” he says. "Draft horses especially. 
They’re still my favorites.” 

Only in the last 18 years has Mr. Kinstler, who 
now lives in Pikesville, been able to devote full¬ 
time to carving horses and making his living 
from it. 

He started out making miniature horses out of 
putty and clay, but found this unsatisfactory as 
he wanted to be able to color his models. And 
so he turned to wood, and over a long period of 
years (during which he never had a lesson) he 
developed the technique of a master. 

The first horses he carved were Percherons, 
Shires, and Belgians. In time he added hunters 
and racehorses. His work soon came to the atten¬ 
tion of Abercrombie & Fitch, the famous New 
York sporting goods establishment, and the firm 
agreed to take five models and consider a con¬ 
tract if they proved salable. The five models 
were sold in the first week, and ever since that 
time Mr. Kinstler has had trouble making them 
fast enough. 

Occasionally, he is requested to do a "custom 
job”—that is, someone wishes to have a model 
made of a favorite hunter or racehorse or brood¬ 
mare. Mr. Kinstler then works from photo¬ 
graphs, taken at different angles. 

First he sketches a pattern on heavy paper. 
This is then laid upon a block of Honduras ma¬ 
hogany, which he prefers because "it cuts like 
an apple” and yet is very strong. Rather than 
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make his model out of one piece of wood, he 
makes the head and legs separately and glues 
them to the body. Thus, if an owner happens 
to break a leg or ear or tail off his model, all he 
has to do is return it to Mr. Kinstler and the 
damaged part is replaced. 

Each piece, whether a leg or the body, is cut 
from length-grain wood. This means strength. 
Another advantage of Honduras mahogany, as 
contrasted with, say, pine, is that it is free from 
knots and burls. As a result, there is a minimum 
of waste. 

Because time must be allowed for the glue 
and various coats of paint to dry. Mr. Kinstler 
and his son usually are working on several 
models simultaneously. 

In addition to horses, the Kinstlers turn out 
an occasional bull. Webb, in fact, is working on 
a Brahma bull right now. 

"Abercrombie and Fitch,” says the elder Mr. 
Kinstler, "tell us that Texans, especially, seem to 
like ’em. They buy most of our Quarter Horses, 
too.” 

He says he guesses he has done "fifty Man 
° Wars ’” addin & that the demand for "Cita¬ 
tion’s” is beginning to get heavy also. "I don’t 
do Man o War,” Mr. Kinstler says, "as a heavy- 
crested stallion. I do him as he looked in his 
racing days—hard and fit. I think that’s how 
most people prefer to think of him.” 

This may be surprising, but the biggest sellers 
are his models of those ponderous draft horses 
and the regal Arabians. "They’re flashier,” he 
explains. 

Mr. Kinstler is not merely a good "copy-er.” 
He has a remarkable knowledge of anatomical 
detail. His Arabians, for example, all have that 
delicate, refined look, the dish face” which is 
characteristic of the breed. His Thoroughbreds

look bold, his draft horses placid. 

One of his Percherons, incidentally, was 
mounted as a trophy for a 4-H "Fitting and 
Showing” contest at the recent Timonium State 
Fair. 

Most of his models are between 8 and 9 inches 
high. Some of his horses wear halters. These are 
made of thin strips of lead, and are complete 
down to the rings and buckles. 

The painting, he says, is as much of a chore 
as the carving. Mr. Kinstler uses only the finest 
artists’ oils, beginning with an undercoat and 
then working painstakingly to achieve the right 
shade. 

"Sometimes,” he says, "I’ll get an order from 
somebody to do a model of their chestnut horse. 
Well, there are a couple shades of chestnut, so 
when they send me the photographs, I have ’em 
send a hair sample, too.” 

One of the most arduous jobs is putting dap¬ 
ples on a gray horse. That takes a day in itself. 

The fame of the Maryland horse-carver has 
crossed the seas as well, for his models of an 
Arabian stallion and a Shire stallion were recent¬ 
ly used by a world-famous Danish maker of 
porcelain figurines. 

In this country, Mr. Kinstler’s horses have be¬ 
come collectors’ items. William DuPont, Jr., 
owns a number of them, Harvey Ladew had him 
make models of five of his hunters, and Mrs. C. 
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L. A. Heiser had him model Bon Master, the 
Hunt Cup winner of 1927-28. The biggest col¬ 
lection of all, however, is owned by a Chicago 
man named M. B. Mervis, who has over 100 
Kinstler models of various breeds. 

Roland McKinney, former director of the 
Baltimore Museum of Art, once invited Mr. 
Kinstler to exhibit his work. The exhibition was 
extremely popular and ran for three weeks. Mr. 
McKinney later predicted that the Kinstler carv¬ 
ings would someday be as sought after as Currier 
and Ives prints. 

And well they might be, for they are master¬ 
pieces. Each is perfect in detail. It was really 
expecting too much, but just before I left Mr. 
Kinstler’s cluttered little studio, I turned a model 
of a hunter upside down to see if he had carved 
a frog in the sole of the horse’s hoof. He had. 

Mr. Kinstler can’t count the number of models 
he has turned out in his lifetime. He says, "It’s 
nice that I can now make my living out of what 
has always been a hobby. It’s such exacting work 
that you’d go crazy if you didn’t love it. I never 
tire of it—I still get a kick out of every single 
one I make.” 

Maryland Youngsters Fare Well 
In New York 

It would appear that Maryland’s young riders 
did all right for themselves at the recent show 
at Madison Square Garden. When the two days 
of showing ponies and junior classes were over 
the results showed that the Marylanders had won 
three of the four possible championships. Cyn¬ 
thia Graffam’s Quiz Kid and Fritz Sterbak’s 
Surprise were even with 12 points each towards 
championship honors in the small division. 
When they were brought back in the ring to 
"hack it off” Quiz Kid was awarded champion¬ 
ship and Surprise the reserve. Craven’s Raven, 
ridden by Sydney Gadd, walked off with the 
large division championship. Raven set a record 
for the most points ever won by a pony in the 
Garden with \SVj to his credit. The reserve went 
to the brilliant going Pinnochio, owned by 
Penny Armstrong. 

One of the highlights of the week-end were 
the junior classes. Even though there were 70 
to 80 horses in the Junior Working Hunter 
and Hunter Hack, the Maryland ponies still came 
through with honors. In the hack class Craven’s 
Raven and Northlight were both kept in, with 
Raven getting 2nd. When the winners were 
called back in to be pinned in the Working 
Hunter, Craven’s Raven and Honeybee had been 
given 2nd and 5th respectively. The packed 
stands cheered the 17 junior hunt teams on 
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Saturday night. The grays, Sky’s Shadow, Gray 
Lark, and Surprise Party, ridden by Frank Coates, 
Bruce Fales, Jr., and Roxie Wagner, received 
a well deserved 3rd. 

Others who represented Maryland were: 

John Bosley/ Jr., Dies 

Maryland racing and the steeplechasing sport 
lost one of its leading members when John Bos¬ 
ley, Jr., noted amateur rider and trainer, died 
at the Nassau Hospital, Long Island, N. Y., fol¬ 
lowing a heart attack at Belmont Park. Bosley, 
long active in hunting and polo prior to enter¬ 
ing racing, was 64 at the time of his death. 

Funeral services were held at St. James Epis¬ 
copal Church, My Lady’s Manor. Interment was 
in the adjoining cemetery. 

The deceased bred, owned and trained horses 
and in his younger years was a noted amateur 
rider. He was the son of John Bosley, Sr., who 
raced trotting horses trained on his property at 
Snow Hill in Baltimore County, Md. He was a 
graduate of St. John’s College, Annapolis, Md., 
where he was captain of the football team. His 
late wife, the former Miss Elizabeth Cromwell, 
was a noted horsewoman.

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Seabiscuit vs. War Admiral

Baltimore, Nov. 1, 1938—Seabiscuit de¬ 
feated War Admiral today. Amid scenes of 
frantic enthusiasm, created by a record crowd of 
40,000 persons, that simple fact stood high and 
alone and it will leave its impression on the 
American turf. Historic Pimlico never had seen 
anything like it. 

Smashing the track record, beating War Ad¬ 
miral at his own game, the phlegmatic ugly 
duckling with the lame leg from the Pacific 
Coast did all, and more, than the son of Man 
o’ War. There was glory enough for the two, 
but to Charles S. Howard’s champion son of 
Hard Tack and the grandson of Man o’ War 
went the distinction and an honor that probably 
no other thoroughbred in this equine generation 
will earn. 

Thousands rushed the unsaddling enclosure 
after the finish and all but upset Matchmaker 
Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt, Owner Howard and 
the veteran trainer, Tom Smith. Answering the 
pleas of hundreds, Smith grasped a single chrys¬ 
anthemum for himself and then thrust the 
enormous bow of flowers into the reaching 
hands. In a twinkling ferns, leaves, flowers and 
even petals were wrenched apart as cheers still 
rolled forth from the souvenir hunters. 

Virtually unnoticed, blanketed and hooded, 
out on the middle of the track, War Admiral 
walked alone toward his stall. But he was not 
quite alone. The hot favorite of a few minutes 
before, who had been made a 1-4 shot with the 
thousands in the stands, still had his faithful 
trainer, George Conway, watching his stride. 
Scanning his charge’s every step for any sign of 
ailment, Conway then went his way alone. 

It was a hard, bitter and punishing race. Until 
the last furlong it had the thousands on their 
feet. The time of 1:56 3/5, lowering Pompoon’s 
record by a fifth of a second, surprised few. 
Both horses were going all out from the fall of 
Bobby Gardner and Popcorn; Barbara Staley and 
Honeybee; Peggy Bagley and Miss Hein; Martha 
Sterbak and Northlight; Teddy Johnson and 
Blue Jay; Pat Grady and Ballerina; Irvin Naylor 
and Watch Me; Randy Gardner and Troubador; 
Gary Gardner; Pamela Barner; Venita Dentler 
and Punch; Laura Lee Shreve and Popside; Betty 
Coffee and Madmoiselle; and Billy Boyce III 
with Smokey Joe. The Scribe 
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the starting flag to the finish and it was Sea- 
biscuit who led, for all except a brief span, when 
War Admiral tried and failed. 

At the end of the mile and three-sixteenths 
the margin was three lengths, and if they had 
gone farther the margin would have been great¬ 
er. The $15,000 which went to the winner 
brought Seabiscuit’s total to $340,480, moving 
him from fifth to second place among the 
world’s money-winners and placing him within 
striking distance of Sun Beau’s record of $376,- 
744. And this sort of horse was neglected in 
the betting, returning $6.40 for $2, or 11 to 5. 

Although both horses appeared to come out 
of the race in excellent condition, future plans 
for War Admiral were thrown into confusion. 
It is possible that he may race again instead 
of being retired to stud immediately. Seabiscuit 
will continue racing, with the Riggs Handicap 
here Saturday his next start. 

Mr. and Mrs. Howard were overwhelmed 
with congratulations as cameras clicked. Police, 
friends, hostlers and society well-wishers joined 
in a frenzied outburst produced perhaps by rac¬ 
ing only. The Howards hardly had a chance to do 
more than bow and smile, but the San Fran¬ 
ciscans at last got free and paid tribute to 
Samuel D. Riddle, owner of War Admiral, and 
Conway. 

Smith, asked for a statement, declared, I said 
mine on the track!” George Woolf, shouted at 
and queried before he could even dismount, 
had his first thought for Red Pollard, Seabis¬ 
cuit’s injured and regular jockey, who heard the 
race from a hospital bed by radio. 

Charlie Kurtsinger, who handled War Ad¬ 
miral, congratulated Woolf, and was able to 
muster a grin after a finish that must have been 
as much of a shock to him as to most others. 
He offered no alibi, nor did anyone else. It was 
the kind of a race in which there could be no 
alibi. 

While all the uproar was going on about him, 
Seabiscuit stood stolidly. A few minutes before 
his legs had flown, doubtless as they never had 
flown before, but now he was at ease. Even 
flashlight bulbs exploding right under his muz¬ 
zle caused only a slight toss of his head. And 
the knee that had forced Smith to scratch him 
from the $100,000 special at Belmont Park last 
spring looked as good after as it had in the race. 

While the plaudits of the great crowd were 
for Owner Howard, he was the first to acknowl¬ 
edge his debt to Smith and Woolf. Smith, an 
old cowhand from the Northwest, who learned 
the horse business the hard way, bought Sea- 
biscuit as a three-year-old for $8,500, when the 
handicap champion virtually was a discard from 


the Wheatley Stable. 

Most of the horse’s earnings have been gar¬ 
nered since because Smith has been able to keep 
in training, and at his fittest, a thoroughbred 
campaigned up and down the country, from 
coast to coast, at strange as well as familiar race 
tracks. Always Seabiscuit has run gamely under 
heavy weight. 

The impost today was 120 pounds for each, 
rnd it must have seemed light to the horse who 
now at five is the outstanding thoroughbred in 
America. As for Woolf, he won the race by tak¬ 
ing the track from War Admiral. The wiseacres 
had said this could not be done. 

Woolf accomplished it by whipping Seabis¬ 
cuit away from the starting post. Turning on a 
tremendous burst of speed that must have caught 
Kurtsinger by surprise, Seabiscuit jumped a 
length in front under the sting of the lash. 

Passing the stands for the first time, Seabis¬ 
cuit was well enough in front to be able to cross 
over from the No. 2 post position and take the 
rail from War Admiral. Then Woolf put in a 
shrewd touch. Coming to the first turn he de¬ 
liberately slowed Seabiscuit, so that his mount’s 
churning quarters were right in front of War 
Admiral’s nose. This served the double purpose 
of giving Seabiscuit a bit of a breather and forc¬ 
ing Kurtsinger to check somewhat to prevent 
War Admiral from running on the heels of the 
horse in front. 

Around the first turn and into the back- 
stretch Woolf eased his mount a trifle wide, 
forcing War Admiral wider. These were the 
same tactics Kurtsinger had worked with War 
Admiral against Pompoon when those two 
clashed in the memorable Preakness of 1937 
that War Admiral won. 

Coming into the backstretch Kurtsinger, al¬ 
ways cool and collected, knew that he was get¬ 
ting the worst of things and decided to ask War 
Admiral for his best in the long, straight run 
that stretched away to the far turn. He turned 
loose his holds and slashed with the whip. The 
Man o’ War colt went forward with a bound. 
Within thirty yards the two were head and head 
as the deafening roar billowed from the crowd, 
"There he goes!” 

For another furlong the two were head and 
head. Then War Admiral’s nose showed in front. 
Now Woolf slashed with the whip, and the nose 
of War Admiral showed no more. 

But neither could Seabiscuit draw away. The 
two went to the far turn as one horse, went 
around that bend as one horse and headed for the 
top of the homestretch still with nothing be¬ 
tween them. 
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Kurtsinger, who stated before the race that he 
never had had to ask War Admiral for his best, 
asked now. With all the power that has made 
him one of the country’s first-flight riders, he 
drove forward with War Admiral. Again and 
again the black-clad arm with the yellow bars 
rose and fell, but War Admiral could do no more. 
He had met a better horse. 

Woolf, too, was driving. He knew that final 
turn into the stretch was the last try of the horse 
justly called Man o’ War’s greatest son. He, too, 
flung everything into the drive. 

Smith, grizzled and tight-lipped, must have 
wondered how Seabiscuit’s knee was standing 
the twisting, as well as the pounding, that a turn 
produces. It is on turns that thoroughbreds’ 
knees give way, when hearts do not. 

But Seabiscuit’s knee did not give and his 
courage had been proved in many a racing war. 
Through the last furlong it was a procession, 
with the horses speeding like vivid but silent 
phantoms as the waves of cheering from the 
stands submerged and overwhelmed the pound¬ 
ing thud of the hoofs.

Maryland Racing Commission Rule 106: To be eligible to start in races exclusively for 
horses bred in Maryland, each horse must be registered with the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Associa¬ 
tion. To qualify for such registration the said horse must have been foaled in the State of Maryland, 
and, in addition, unless the breeder is a resident of the State, or one who maintains his breeding stock 
continually in the State, the said horse shall be either the produce of a mare covered in Maryland 
the previous season, or of a mare sent into the State to foal and covered by a Maryland stallion the 
season of the birth of said foal. 

A horse is bred where it is foaled . The breeder is the oumer of the dam at the time of foaling. 

Any owner or breeder may appeal from the refusal of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association 
to register a horse under this rule to the Maryland Racing Commission, and the decision of the 
Commission shall be final

September 19. To Baltimore tonight, to 
the Southern Hotel, for an important meeting 
of the directors of the Horse Shows association.

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Successful Fall Sales 

Large crowds were reported at the Maryland 
Fall Sales which were held in four sessions 
October 29 and 30. Fifty horses in training sold 
during the two morning sessions at the Pimlico 
race course for a total of $86,400, average $ 1,728. 

Breeding stock, yearlings, and weanlings sold 
at the Maryland State Fair Grounds, Timonium. 
Seventy-three yearlings went through the ring 
Monday night to bring $77,125, average $1,057. 
Seven were catalogued but not sold and seven 
were late entries. Fifty-two fillies sold for $51,- 
475, average $990. Twenty-one colts sold for 
$25,650, average $1,221. 

In the Tuesday night section of the sale, two 
stallions brought $1,300, average $650; 60 
broodmares brought $49,000, average $817; and 
30 weanlings brought $24,100, average $803. 

The average for the entire series, $1,106, was 
the highest since 1946.
